REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for the indication of the allowability of the claimed Invention is the inclusion of the 
limitations, in the combination as currently claimed in claim 13, that the multibeam 
exposure head includes first and second multiple beam forming light sources, each 
having a plurality of beam emitting ports arranged parallel to each other and spaced 
apart from each other by a predetermined distance, wherein the position of the beam 
emitting port at one end of the second multiple beam forming light source is shifted in 
the parallel direction relative to the position of the beam emitting port at the 
corresponding end of the first multiple beam forming light source by a distance such that 
the end most beam source of the first multiple beam forming light source does not 
overlap the end most beam source of the second multiple beam forming light source. 
The combined limitations are not found taught or fairly suggested by the prior arts made 
of record, considered alone or in combination. 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the claimed invention is 
the inclusion of the limitations, in the combination as currently claimed in claims 2 and 8, 
that the multibeam exposure head further includes a tilt angle unit, which rotates the 
multibeam light source to change an exposure condition from a first exposure condition 
to a second exposure condition during a sub-scan of a width of an area of a recording 
material. The combined limitations are not found taught or fairly suggested by the prior 
arts made of record, considered alone or in combination.
